Resolved, That the time has como when fit 
m the duty of conservative and patriotic 
men, all over the countr} - , to unite in the tor - 
malion of a party in wliion -nethora **., „ 
and Southern men can act harmoniously to- 
gether for ends in which all parts of tho 
country are alike interested. 

Therefore, we desiro and propose to form 
a Union party, mainly designed to put an 
end to useless, and worse than useless, agita- 
tion. At the same time we hold open the 
door for the entrance of members of any 
present or former party. Wo welcome ail 
who will come under tho banner of the Con- 
stitution Rnd the Union; making no re- 
proaches for tho past and no bargains or con- 
ditions for the future. 

Resolved, That there is no issue before the 
country at this time demanding; tho mainten- 
ance of a political organization which from 
necessity must be sectional; that there are 
no Territoties where the qneuion of slave 
labor or free labor is not already effectually 
settled; therefore, all efforts by the leaders 
of parties to excilo the people of different 
sections against each other on this issue are 
misdirected and miscliievous in their ten- 
dency. 

Resolved, That we consider it tho first 
duty of every nation to protect its own in 
dustry, thereby securing to the producer a 
home nvuket anil good prices, and to tho na- 
tion that prosperity, wealth and indepen- 
dence which can hi secured in no other. — 
Therefore, wo arc in favor of the protection 
of American industry, and we deprecate that 
system of duties which affords inadequate 
protection to home manufactures and operis 
the door to enormous frauds upon the 'na- 
tional revenue. 

Resolved, That we will use all efforts to 
expose the corruption and to cheek the ex- 
travagance of the different departments of 
Government, both National and State; be- 
lieving that their increase thieatens to 
change the character of our whole legisla- 
tion, and augurs evil to our most cherished 
institutions. 

Resolved, That a thorough change in the 
administration of the political affairs of the 
Commonwealth is imperatively demanded; 
that to this we pledge our earnest efforts; 
and that while duty impels us to make the 
attempt, the general expression of popular 
sentiment gives us confidence to feel that the 
opportunity has arrived for the restoration of 
the State to its ancient integrity, dignity and 
honor. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the National Executive Committee of the 
Union party, it was further “resolved that 
the Hon. John J. Crittenden, of Ken- 
tucky, and Hon. Edward Everett, of 
Massachusetts, are recommended as candi- 
dates for the Presidency by this State Con- 
vention of the Constitutional Union party, 
and this Convention expresses no choice be- 
tween tho two.”

A. regarded a colossal statue, at th» 
of the one proposed (120 feet) as 
pensible finish to the column, and, 
same material, more in harmony with the 
design; — that the most that could be attained 
was to catch the air and general appearance 
of the person at that elevation, too remote 
for a fi*iished work to produce the same ef- 
fect as when veiwed at a short distance; and 
that ho himself, and another eminent Ken- 
tucky artist ho named — neither of whom 
had ever made a model — could execute one 
of sufficient accuracy to answer the purpose. 
The Committee, having been so satisfactorily 
impressed with the opinions of these gentle- 
men, have acted upon them as reliablo, and 
the change to tho latter plan being more suit- 
able by far to their funds, have made their 
contiacts accordingly. 

At this point what was tho question for 
them tc decide? To adopt a material com- 
paratively cheap, and to be had in our own 
neighbe rhood; or to adopt the bronze, vastly 
more costly, and far beyond the means of tho 
Association. If the committee had decided 
upon the latter, would this Association seek 
to avail themselves of Mr. Ilart’a work at 
a less sum than was given by the local Asso- 
ciation at New Orleans? Would not this 
: iave been unworthy of Kentucky* towards 
her distinguished sculptor? The cost of the 
, ^sw Orleans statue, wo are informed, was 
$16,000 or $17,000, four times greater than 
that resulting from tho material selected, and 
four times greater than they had means to 
pay. Where were the funds to be raised? 
Every one in Kentucky knows tha tardiness 
with which many men pay their subscrip- 
tions, and how slowly the work has pro- 
gressed in consequence of this culpable ne- 
glect. 

There was another way in which the ser- 
vices of Mr. Hart could havo been procured 
—not upon a colossal, hut on a life-size statue,

dove, if his friends, instead of complaining 
for what could not be avoided, would only 
make an effort to raise the funds, or a por- 
tion of them, for this specific purposo. The 
cost of a life $:ze statue for the cxypt, exe- 
cuted in tho best statuary marble, will be, 
as we are advised, about $5,000. If the As- 
sociation wore to embrace tha project note, 
ati abandonment of the colossal statue would 
be necessary,- as thvre are not funds enough 
for both st present. A colossal statue is in- 
dispeDsible for the present finish according to 
the plan originally adopted. We doubt not, 
if the moans were at command, tho commit- 
tee would before this have contracted for a 
life -size statue for the crypt. 

Why then all this clamor? What does it 
accomplish? The funds arc not at com- 
mand, unless tho present contract be can- 
celled, and thi3 proposed and essential finish 
to the column bo abandoned. Both are not 
practicable. 

Now, what is tho simple fact in relation 
to this contract with Mr. John Haley, 
the “stone mason,” the same individual who 
contracted to build the monument, which in 
workmanship and finish will (according to 
the judgment o( those who are informed upon 
the subject) compare favorably with the best 
works in the Old or New World. Mr. Ha- 
ley is a responsible man. lie contracts to 
employ a competent artist to model the de- 
sign, (which he has done, as the work 
proves;) which is to be submitted to a com- 
mittee agreed upon — this committee acting 
with the Directory, approve or disapprove of 
the model — if approved of, Haley then pro- 
ceeds tc- have it cut in stone. When execu- 
ted, this same committee are to deckle 
whether it is a faithful copy of the model 
agreed upon. This is the “head and front” 
of this “shameful affair.” The Assoc-ation 
are perfectly protected by tho reference to 
and decision ef this Committee.

Everybody wants a fast 
horse, and the stallion that can produce the 
payest, swiftest goer of good stamina, is the 
'card” to win. Fast trotters are no tv fairly 
dividing the honors with the blood “flyers” 
o the turf, and those engaged in stock-raising 
ate wide -a- wake to tho fact. 

In a large field, such as the Trotting 
Cvurse, where there is ample room to exer- 
cise in riding or driving at any speed, to see 
tie rich-coated animals cavorting through 
tie crowd, trotting, pacing, racking, running 
o- walking, in all direotions, is a spectacle oi 
the liveliest character, and it is not to be 
wrnderedatthat so many assembled from 'ar 
ard near to witness it. It is a grand gala 
diy for breeders and those ongaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits. Though quite a number 
«f the finest and most celebrate d blood stal- 
lions in the L’nion have their stands in this 
vicinity, we noticed but two in the immense 
crowd of horses on Monday — Ringgold, by 
Boston, and Capt. Beard, by Yorkshire. The 
deficiency, however, in this cIsbs of stock, 
was amply made up in the extraordinary 
number of horses for the saddle and harness 
that were on tho ground “in full feather,” 
whoso beauty and powers were exhibited to 
the best advantage. The number of Stal- 
lions and Jacks on exhibition was so 
large that we cannot undertake to no- 
tice them in detail. We do not remem- 
ber to have seen at any time, on a show 
ground ia Lexington, a larger or finer collec- 
tion of horses, or a greater concourse of 
spectators, than we witnessed on Monday.

2d. That the precept of arrest being directed 
to the Sergeant at-Arms by law, he alone 
can serve it.

After hearing the argument, tho Court or- 
dered Sanborn to be discharged upon the 
ground that the Sergeant-at- Arms could not 
appoint a Deputy eut of the District of Col 
urebia.

Kr v f ugitivo Slave case, causing no little 
excitement, was being investigated at Phila- 
delphia last week, tho particulars of 
which are thus stated by telegraph: A young 
negro man, named Moses Horner, was 
brought from Harrisburg to Philadelphia on 
Tuesday night, claimed as a fugitive slave by 
Charles T. Butler, of Virginia. The case 
was carried before the United States District 
Court, and after hearing the proof, Judge 
Cadsvallader ordered that tho slave he re- 
manded to the custody of his owner. Great 
excitement in the neighborhood of the Court 
House followed the announcement of the de- 
cision; a large crowd, composed chiefly of 
negroes, assembled, and on the fugitive being 
taken to a carriage they surrounded it, and 
made a desperate attempt at a rescuo. The 
carriage was broken down, but the police 
promptly came forward, arrested twelve of 
the rescuers, and took the fugitive to prison. 
A writ of habeas corpus, returnable before 
Judge Allison, oi the State Court, was sub- 
sequently served on the Marshal, the result 
of which isr.ot yet announced.

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WONDERFUL DEPOSITS QF GOLD IN 
OREGON. 

Thirty-Jive Ihcusand Dollars to the Ton of 

Quartz — Two Men take out F'fty Thousand 

Dollars. 

The Oregon papers are enthusiastic over 
the marvelous richness of the deposits re- 
cently discovered in Southern Oregon. — 
“Gold Hill,” from all accounts, well deserves 
its name. The Jacksonville Sentinel, of 
Fob. 25th, says: 

We have published statements of the as- 
tonishing auriferousness of the quartz rock 
gathered and quarried at Gold Hill, but this 
week we have to record still more astonish- 
ing facts. Since our last issue the owners 
of both the Ish and Ross claims have crush- 
ed a considerable quantity of the quartz be- 
longing to them, and extracted therefrom 
gold. In both instances the extracting pro- 
oess has been crude and imperfect. We will 
give the figures as they have been prove !. — 
It will be remembered that at tho lower 
claim (Ross & Co.’s) no regular ledge has 
yet been worked; their rock was taken from 
the surface, and at the depths below, avera- 
ging from one to four feet. They have al- 
ready crush. d about 300 lbs. of this rock, 
which has given an average yield of §10 to 
the pound of quartz. Ono piece, weighing 
four pounds, gave eleven ounces and thirteen 
dollars. 

Another weighing tnree pounds, nearly six 
ounces, and another piece weighing fourteen 
pounds, gave thirty-six ounces of gold ! The 
lowest product of any of the rock (that in 
which no gold was gold was visible) is about 
$2 to the pound. The company have used 
a large mortar and pestle as their crushing 
apparatus^ hut during tha week » tra nsfer 
w«8 marfe of » wii o-Vfth share Of tno ctSTra" 
to James Vannoy, of Josephine, who is an 
old practical Carolina miner, and this gentle 
man is erecting a crushing mill, which shall 
better answer the company's requirements. 
The price paid for this one-fifth was §2,500 
in cash, and tho purchaser to receive no 
share of the quartz rbek token out previous 
to tho sale. Tho seller was Mr. Loudon, 
who has besides an interest in the Ish vein, 
which he purposes to retain. The company 
have yet nearly a ton of quartz to crush, 
with a prospect of their olaim still yielding 
M abundantly as ever. 

The Ish company have completed their 
arastra, and up to Tuesday l?st (21st Febru- 
ary) had crushed out and washed out some 
four hundred pounds of the rock. The pro- 
duct of this was four hur. ’.red and forty-four 
ounces of gold! Four pounds of tho large 
piece which we saw broken up during oik 
last visit there, some two weeks ago, which 
weighed fifty-five pounds, and in which it 
was estimated there was §1,000. was crush- 
ed ia a small mortar, ar.d twelve ounces and 
a half of gold extracted from it. The bal- 
ance of this rock promised equally rich, and 
was sent to the arastra. On Tuesday the 
t«ir. was again opened. In six honrs nearly 
three tons of rock, and all of the most ex- 
travagant richness was taken out. 

On Wednesday, ovor a ton or more was 
dug from the main vein, at a point whoro it 
was first struck some five weeks ago, and we 
are assured by a perfectly reliable gentleman 
who saw tho quartz, that it was of even sur- 
passing auriiorousness to any he had yet 
seen taken from the ledge. It was estima- 
ted that already the company have extract* 
•d fully $125,000 worth of gold quartz rock, 
while the ledge givea indications o r increas- 
ing richness and extent. 

A gentleman who has a claim near the 
Ish vein informs us that he saw a large piece 
of the rock taken from that ledge on 
Wednesday last broken apart, afiJ that to 
sunder it the men had really to wrench it, 
so thoroughly intorwoven and diffused was 
the gold though tho whole mass.

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MoEE OF THE COSEUFTIOX ISVESTIGZTION. 

Too Select Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives of Congress, of which Mr. Co- 
vode is chairman, in the progress bf their 
investigation, have summoned a number of 
Government officials, and among those who 
have been under examination is Mr. Augus- 
tus Schell, the Collector of the Port of New 
York. Lie was asked in reference to an elec- 
tioneering fhnd raised by tho New York 
Hotel Committee, and responded that such a 
fund had been raised. Ho was then asked 
the names of the contributors, and respond- 
ed that he had the list among his papers, ana 
would furnish it when he had had time to 
procure it. We now see that he again ap- 
peared before the Committee on Wednesday, 
and refused positively to produce the list, as 
he had promised, and that, too, without as- 
signing any satisfactory reason. The tele- 
graph, from which we derive this informa- 
tion, then goes on to report that — 

He was asked by Mr. Covode whether he 
did not confer with the President and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet between the period of his 
first examination, when he admitted having 
the list among his papers ani expressed a wil- 
lingness to submit it, and the second examina- 
tion next day, when ho proposed a written 
substitute for his testimony of the first day, 
declining to deliver that paper. He trusted 
to evado this inquiry by stating that he had 
teen many persons between those two days, 
but when pressed directly be admitted that 
ho had seen the President and members of 
the Cabinet, and it was after conference with 
them that he concluded not to exhibit the 
list to tho committee. 

Are We not’cnsbled fronTthis small affair 
to divine something of the reason why Mr. 
Buchanan sent his celebrated protest to Con- 
gress against the action of the House in the 
appointment of this Committee? The offi'-s- 
hclders of the Government have been for 
years charged with raising funds for the pur- 
pose of influencing the result of political 
contests, and in fact it has l>een even alleged 
that (he office-holders from tho highest to

These facts place this mine as far beyond 
the famous Allison lead, Nevada county, os 
that is beyond tho ordinary quartz leads.— 
Gold Hill seems to be tho headquarters ol 
tho gold, as none is found along Rogue riv- 
er, above that place, while below, for many 
miles, the canons, gulches, and banks of the 
river have been found to pay, soma as high 
as ten or fifteen dollars to the band, and oth- 
ers showing only the color. The present 
season has been an unusually dry one, and 
and this prompted many men to start out 
prospecting, for want of water, when these 
general discoveries were made. After the 
Maury claim was discovered, one of tho men, 
who had been hording cattle at or near Gold 
Hill, remembered that be had found a piece 
of gold quartz on the top of tho hill, some 
time before, and this led to the marvelous 
revelation. The Ish Company, with a com- 
mon arastra, crushed up four hundred 
pounds of quartz, from which they extract- 
ed four hundred and forty-four ounces of 
fold, which would make the rock average 
about thirty- five thousand dollars to the ton. 
These are extravagant figures, but the facts 
seem to sustain them.
